If enthusiasm, interest, hospitality, 
attendance and high quality of pro- 
gram, as well as harmony, in con- 
junction with vigorous discussion 
contribute to the success of a conven- 
tion, the Twenty-Eighth Annual 
Meeting of the National Tuberculosis 
Association which closed at Colorado 
Springs on June 9 was an outstanding 
success. From the opening day until 
the last delegate had departed, 
Colorado Springs beamed and shone 
upon the visitors. Pikes Peak, snow- 
capped, and the Rampart Range of 
the Rockies standing stalwart in the 
foreground were ever inviting those 
present to try their summits. The 
weather was not to be outdone either 
by the most generous hospitality of 
Colorado Springs and the other Colo- 
rado districts represented. Rides, 
refreshments, golf, and entertainment 
were provided in plenty and always 
under most delightful auspices. 


ExXcELLENT PAPERS 


But while the entertainment and 
hospitality excelled, the program was 
even more excellent. Unusually favor- 
able comments were received on its 
quality and on the fact that the 
number of papers was limited, thus 
providing opportunity for discussion.

for the Clinical, the Pathological, 


the Sociological, and Administrative - 


Sections with an extra joint session 
between the Clinical and Pathological. 

It is impossible in a brief summary 
of this character to present any of 
the high lights of the papers given 
at the meeting. Abstracts of them 
will be found in a special publication, 
which may be secured on request, and 
‘he full papers will be published as 
usual. Dr. Webb’s masterly paper 
m Robert Koch presented at the 
‘nnual dinner of the Association 
‘eserves special mention, since it was 


recognized by-all as an outstanding 
summary of the leading events in the 
life of the great German discoverer 
of the tubercle bacillus. 

Dr. Florence R. Sabin carried on 
a number of demonstrations of supra- 
vital staining technique in the use of 
the cell count for diagnostic purposes. 

The X-ray exhibit planned by Dr. 
Kennon Dunham and his able assist- 
ant, Dr. Vera Norton, and locally 
supervised by Dr. L. W. Bortree was 
by far the most successful that the 
Association has ever had, both in 
quality and quantity of material.

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A Gavel for Dr. Henry 


A pleasing bit of sentiment was 
embodied in the presentation of a 
gavel to Dr. Alfred Henry, President 
of the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, at the opening meeting in 
Colorado Springs. 

The hammer of the gavel was made 
from an old walnut tree located on 
a farm about 75 miles from Indian- 
apolis where Dr. Henry grew up. 
The handle of the gavel was made 
from a piece of lumber used in the 
old homestead built by Dr. Henry’s 
father 75 years ago. Mr. Murray 
A. Auerbach made the presentation 
on behalf of the Indiana Tuberculosis 
Association. In presenting the gavel 
Mr. Auerbach said: “The Indiana 
Tuberculosis Association, wishing to 
express its appreciation of the distinc- 
tion conferred on Dr. Henry and the 
glory reflected on the state of Indiana, 
decided at an Executive Committee 
meeting to offer this tangible evidence 
of their appreciation. Two pieces of 
wood were procured from the old 
farm and were made into this gavel 
by the mechanics of Purdue Uni- 
versity.”

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Mr. Kidner’s Death 


The sudden death on June 14 of 
Thomas Bessell Kidner, while visiting 
at the home of his son in Beechhurst, 
N. Y., was a great shock to his many 
friends in the tuberculosis and public 
health fields. He was 66 years old. 

Mr. Kidner was widely known 
throughout this country and abroad 
for his many years of work as a 
teacher and leader in the occupational 
therapy movement, as a consultant 
in institutional planning, especially 
for tuberculosis hospitals and sana- 
toria, and as an authority in the 
field of after-care and rehabilitation 
of those handicapped by tuberculosis 
and mental disease. For six years he 
had been president of the American 
Occupational Therapy Association. 

Mr. Kidner was graduated from 
the Merchant Venturers’ College, 
Bristol, England, and from the City 
and Guilds of London Institute. In 
1909 he went to Canada as one of 
the organizers under the fund for the 
improvement of technical education 
in Montreal. When the work of the 
fund was completed Mr. Kidner was 
appointed vocational secretary of the 
Canadian Military Hospitals Com- 
mission at the outbreak of the war 
in 1914. Here he developed the 
system of occupational therapy and 
vocational rehabilitation for disabled 
soldiers. In 1917 he was loaned by 
Canada to be special adviser on re- 
habilitation to the newly organized 
United States Federal Board for 
mer Education in Washington, 

In 1919 he was appointed to the 
staff of the National Tuberculosis 
Association as institutional secretary, 
a position which he held until 1926 
when he resigned to become a general 
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The Death of Dr. Ambler 
Dr. Chase P. Ambler, noted 


throughout the country as a tuber- 
culosis specialist and a pioneer in the 
development of Asheville, North Caro- 
lina, died June 5 at his home in 
that city. Dr. Ambler was 66 years 
old, and leaves besides his widow, 
four children, Dr. John B. Ambler 
of Cleveland, Ohio, Dr. Arthur C. 
Ambler and Miss Barbara Ambler 
of Asheville, and Mrs. Terrance S. 
Maunsell of Vancouver, B. C.

consultant on hospital, sanatorium and 
institutional planning and on rehabili- 
tation projects. Many tuberculosis 
and other hospitals of this country 
reflect Mr. Kidner’s genius. 

Both during his employment with 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
and subsequently Mr. Kidner wrote 
extensively on various phases of tuber- 
culosis institutional care. Four of his 
many monographs are found in the 
Technical Series: “Selecting a Site 
for a Tuberculosis Sanatorium,” No. 
2; “Buildings for the Tuberculous 
Insane,” No. 4; “Planning a Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium,” No. 6; and 
“Room, Ward and Porch Design and 
Equipment for Tuberculosis Hospitals 
and Sanatoria,” No. 10. He is also 
the co-author with W. I. Hamilton 
of a well known book entitled ‘“Ad- 
vising the Tuberculous About Em- 
ployment.” Shortly before his death 
he had completed the first official 
directory register of trained and 
qualified occupational therapists: 

Besides his widow Mr. Kidner 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. Lillian Kid- 
ner Roberts, and two sons, Arthur 
W. and Charles E. Kidner and sev- 


eral grandchildren.

OccuPATIONAL MorTALITY 


The following resolutions were 
adopted : 

Whereas: The National Tuber- 
culosis Association, through its social 
research committee, has successfully 
cooperated with the Bureau of the 
Census in the preliminary work nec- 
essary to the preparation of occupa- 
tional mortality tables, by the employ- 
ment of an expert for a period of 
approximately eighteen months, and 

Whereas: The continuation of the 
work on occupational mortality tables 
now rests with the Bureau of the 
Census, and 

Whereas: Such tables would be of 
inestimable value to all public health 
workers, especially those engaged in 
industrial hygiene and in the pro- 
motion of safety, as well as to health 
officers generally, therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the National 
Tuberculosis Association requests the 
U. S. Bureau of the Census to con- 
tinue the work already started on the 
compilation of occupational mortality 
tables in so far as its funds and 
personnel permit. 


ConsERVING HEALTH 

Whereas: The success or failure 
of any government in the final analysis 
must be measured by the health of the 
citizens, and 

Whereas: Comparison of prevailing 
health conditions with those of any 
previous period of economic depres- 
sion shows a remarkable freedom from 
sickness for the current period of 
economic distress, and 
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Whereas: The only reasonable 
conclusion from all available evidence 
is that public health work through the 
cooperation of voluntary and official 
agencies has succeeded to a remarkable 
degree in conserving health during 
this period of most trying economic 
stress, and 
_ Whereas: It is of outstanding 
importance that all health agencies 
be strengthened and sustained in order 
to maintain or increase the benefits 
already achieved, and 

Whereas: Incalculable damage to 
the health of our citizens is certain 
to follow in the wake of any break- 
down in _health administration, 
therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the National 
Tuberculosis Association and the au- 
thorized representatives of its local 
branches here assembled, recognizing 
that all governmental expenditures, 
State and local, should at all times, 
and especially in a period of depres- 
sion, be subject to reconsideration 
and revaluation, in the light of their 
necessity and their relative values, 
beg respectfully to urge upon all 
fiscal authorities and appropriating 
bodies that in any necessary reduction 
of community expenditures, those 
agencies dealing with the public health 
be conserved so far as possible. 


1933 Spring Campaign 

Arrangements for the 1933 Spring 
Educational Campaign were com- 
pleted at the annual meeting held in 
Colorado Springs. Tracing tubercu- 
losis contacts will be the keynote. 
The poster selected after long delib- 
eration will carry the text: “From 
whom did he get it?—To whom has 
he given it?” In a panel will be the 
words “Tuberculosis. Examine every 
contact case.” 

Among the publications to be pro- 
vided there will be two brief 
pamphlets for the general public, one 
explaining the necessity of having 
every person who is in contact with 


‘a known tuberculous case examined, 


the other a pamphlet especially for 
parents, explaining the tuberculin 
test. In both of these pamphlets the 
tuberculin test and the X-ray will 
be emphasized as necessary aids in 
discovering the early lesions of tuber- 
culosis. For professional workers, 
doctors, nurses and health officers 
will be a brochure on case finding.

When the S. S. Westernland sails 
from New York on August 26 at 
5 P. M. about fifty delegates will be 
on their way to the eighth conference 
of the International Union Against 
Tuberculosis in the Netherlands. A 
few are sailing on earlier boats but 
the main party will be on the West- 
ernland. This will land its passengers 
in Antwerp on the morning of Sep- 
tember 5 in time to be comfortably 
settled at The Hague for the formal 
inaugural meeting of the Conference 
in the Ridderzall, Binnenhof, at 11:30 
on the morning of September 6. That 
evening at 9 P. M. there will be a 
reception by the Dutch Government 
in the same Knights’ Hall. 

On the morning of September 7 
the sessions will begin with a pre- 
sentation of the biological subject 
“Relationship between Allergy and 
Immunity.” Dr. William Charles 
White, the official delegate represent- 
ing the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, will take part in the discussion. 
At 5:30 P. M. there will be a 
reception by the Municipality of The 
Hague. The next day the clinical 
subject “Gold Therapy” will be dis- 
cussed and at 5:30 the entire con- 
ference will leave for Amsterdam on 
a special train furnished by the 
government. That evening at 8:30 
there will be a concert given by the 
Municipality of Amsterdam in the 
Concertgebouw. On Friday the sub- 
ject will be “The After-Care of the 
Tuberculous,” with the formal pro- 
ceedings ending at 5 P. M. with a 
general assembly. There will be a 
banquet at 8 P. M. On Saturday 
a visit will be paid to the tuberculosis 
clinic of Amsterdam and to sanatoria 
in the neighborhood. The following 
Monday there will be a general 
excursion by steamer to view the 
reclamation project on the Zuydersee. 

There will be additional excursions 
arranged for the next three days, the 
details of which will be found in a 
booklet to be issued shortly by the 
Netherlands Committee. 

It is expected that most of the 
American delegation will journey to 
Hamburg on Sunday, September 11, 
in response to an invitation from Dr. 
L. Brauer to attend a meeting at the 
Eppendorf general hospitals, Ham- 
burg, on September 12 and 13. Del- 
egates will first be welcomed at a 


reception on Saturday evening, Sep- 
tember 10, and Sunday evening, 
September 11, at 8:30 P. M. in the 
Hotel Vier in Jahreszeiten. Sessions 
are being arranged for physicians, 
nurses and laymen, and group leaders 
will be provided for those who do 
not speak German. 

The delegation has also been in- 
vited to participate in the ceremony 
of laying a wreath on the tomb of 
Robert Koch in the Koch Institute, 
Berlin, on Wednesday, September 14. 
Arrangements for this ceremony have 
been completed with Dr. F. Neufeld, 
director of the Institute. Through 
arrangements made with the State 
Department at Washington, it is 
expected that the American Embassy 
will also participate in this ceremony. 
Dr. White will present the wreath. 

The delegates are also taking ad- 
vantage of the occasion to visit 
tuberculosis organizations and institu- 
tions in a number of other countries. 
The Executive Office has prepared a 
list of interesting tuberculosis projects 
to be seen in European countries, a 
copy of which will be sent on request. 

Those who contemplate attending 
the meeting at the International 
Union are invited to correspond with 
the Executive Office. It is necessary 
to have credentials from the National 
Association in order to secure ad- 
mittance to the meeting.
